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“Who Shall Enter the Kingdom? 


ATT. 7:21-23, “Not every one 

that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but 
he that doeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven. Many will say to me 
in that day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name? and in thy name 
have cast out devils? and in thy name 
done many wonderful works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never knew 
you: depart from me, ye that work ini- 


quity.” 


Every kindred, tribe and tongue of the 
earth has some kind of religion. Yes, 
there are many different kinds of religion 
in the world today. Prov. 16:25, “There 
is a way that seemeth right unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways of 
death.” There’s only one religion that gets 
the soul into the right relationship with 
God, that is coming the Bible way, God’s 
way, the plan of salvation. Jesus came 
from heaven and pronounced the 
solemn words of the text, ““Not every one 
that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall en- 
ter into the kingdom.” I believe He had 
in mind the false teachers, false religions 
and false worshipers who pray long 
prayers to be heard of man and offer sac- 
rifices and expect to be heard for their 
much speaking.

Real Bible salvation begins with repent- 
ance .This is the first step to a pure re- 
ligion. John the Baptist’s ministry began 
with the text, “Repent for the kingdom 
of heaven is at hand.” Jesus began His 
ministry with the same message, “Re- 
pent.” Paul the apostle preached the 
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same. He stood on Mar’s Hill in Athens 
and said, “God commandeth all men ev- 
erywhere to repent.” Peter preached at 
Pentecost the same. What is repentance? 
It is breaking with sin, giving up sin, 
making restitutions, giving up the world, 
going out of the sinning business. Even 
Isaiah taught it hundreds of years before 
Jesus came. “Let the wicked forsake his 
ways and the unrighteous man _his 
thoughts.” Then after Jesus came He told 
the woman they brought to Him con- 
demned, to go and sin no more. A real 
Bible salvation begins with forsaking all 
sin. A sinning religion is the devil’s re- 
ligion, and they who practice it will 
surely land in hell. They will never enter 
the kingdom. Matt. 7:15, “Beware of 
false prophets, which come to you in 
sheep’s clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves.” I’m glad we shall know 
them by their fruits. Paul said in his let- 
ter to Timothy, that in the last days they 
would have a form of godliness but de- 
ny the power thereof. From such turn 
away. 

The next step in doing the will of God 
is faith, Without faith we cannot please 
God. Acts 16:30. “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus and thou shalt be saved.” Sincere 
repentance puts the sinner on believing 
grounds where saving faith is possible. 
John 3:16. Believe, have faith in Jesus, 
is the command of God. Obedience to this 
command brings the blessings. He par- 
dons his sins, remits the penalty, restores 
him to divine favor with Him, treats him 
as if he had never sinned in his life. 
Glory to God! 

The next step in doing the will of God 
is “even your sanctification”. Standard 
Dictionary, I believe, says sanctification 
is the gracious work of the Holy Ghost 
whereby the believer is freed from sin. 
Webster says it is to free from sin, puri- 
fy, to make sacred or holy. It is the 
work done by God and not by man. 
Sanctification is a second definite work 
of grace wrought in the heart by an ap- 
plication of the blood of Jesus. It makes 
us holy. And this experience never can be 
obtained by growing into it. It is a 
cleansing of the soul. It gives us a pure 
heart to see God. 1 Thess. 4:3; °4:7. 
“God hath not called us unto unclean- 
ness but unto holiness.” 2 Tim. 2:21. “If 
a man therefore purge himself from 
these, he shall be a vessel unto honor, 
sanctified and meet for the Master’s use, 
and prepared unto every good work.” 
God has not created us in this world to 
defile our temple or vessel with unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness, adultery, fornication, 


envying, murder, drunkenness, revelling, 
and such like, but He has created us for 
His glory. It is God’s will for us to be 
sanctified and work for Him. 

Paul said the Lord would prepare us 
unto every good work. We have a large 
field in which to work for our God and 
His Church. I often wonder at those 
who sit around with folded hands and 
say, “I have nothing to do, no place to 
go.”” Are you doing God’s will? Oh, there 
is so much to be done for the Lord, many 
different departments of the Church in 
which we can work. There are the little 
orphan children, our children, to support. 
Are we working for them as we should? 
The little church paper is a _ great 
preacher and if we have the “go ye” 
spirit let’s work, let’s get the Evangel 
into every home we can. It can help us 
preach the gospel. There is the foreign 
and home missions, the indebtedness, and 
every part of the Church. I’m sure it is 
God’s will for us to keep the Church of 
God rising and shining for Him.

I am afraid that in our rush we for- 
get the necessity of praying. We hope to 
have more on prayer in the paper in the 
future. I feel this is one of the most im- 
portant things just now. We feel that the 
coming of the Lord is surely near. Every- 


thing is pointing that way. The disturb- 
ance in the political world makes us 
think that His coming surely is near. 

I believe that the prophecies concern- 
ing the nations and the Antichrist spirit 
is more truly fulfilled than the prophe- 
cies concerning the work of the Chris- 
tians. Then we read that that day will 
not come unless there come a falling 
away first. That makes us feel that the 
indifference among thousands of denom- 
inations is the fulfillment of prophecy.

There are testimonies 
about all phases of the work from all 
parts of the world. The Bible is being 
quoted and interpreted, but I have heard 
but little about prayer in the last few 
months. I feel like saying with the apos- 
tles, “Lord, teach us to pray.” 

It is true that God is blessing many 
souls and conviction seems to seize those 
who are listening to the messages but it 
is so hard to pray them through to vic- 
tory. I feel that a little closer walk with 
God and a deeper prayer life is needed.

“But he that shall blaspheme against 
the Holy Ghost hath never forgiveness, 
but is in danger of eternal damnation,” 
Mark 3:29. 

The question has been asked thousands 
of times, “What is the unpardonable 
sin”? But how often has it been an- 
swered? Jesus explains, “Because they 
said, He hath an unclean spirit,” Mark 
3:30. 

“This fellow does not cast out devils, 
but by Beelzebub the prince of the 
devils,” Matt. 12:24. 

To commit that awful sin is to attri- 
bute the power of the Holy Ghost to the 
power of the devil, to rob God of His 
glory and give it to the devil. There is 
one sin unto death, the sin against the 
Holy Ghost. To keep from committing 
that sin you must know what and who 
the Holy Ghost is and what is His of- 
fice. The Holy Ghost is the third person 
in the Trinity—the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost, they all agree, have differ- 
ent offices but the same Spirit. 

Three men are engaged in a partner- 
ship in a business firm. They all agree and 
have the same spirit but have different 
offices to perform. The Holy Ghost is 
a person as much as Christ is, but the 
Comforter which is the Holy Ghost 
whom the Father will send in my name, 
He shall teach you all things. John 14: 
26. You see He is our teacher. 

“I will pray the Father and he shall 
give you another Comforter that he may 
abide with you for ever,” John 14:16. 
You will see He is a person. Jesus said 
He was going away but He would send 
the Holy Ghost and He was to stay with 
the Church forever. 


At the time Christ was baptized, as He 
came up out of the water He was pray- 
ing (He was the God man, God in the 
flesh). The Holy Ghost came down from 
heaven in the form of a dove. John saw 
Him coming and that He remained. He 
was anointed with the power. At the 
same time came a voice from heaven, the 
voice of the great I Am, speaking in an 


audible voice, introducing Jesus to the 
astonished multitude as His beloved Son. 
The three persons in the trinity were 
present at the baptism of Jesus. It was 
through this power that Jesus did all His 
mighty miracles. When Jesus went to 
heaven He sent the Holy Ghost back as 
His agent to represent Himself. “When 
he, the Spirit of truth, is come he will 
guide you into all truth for he shall: not 
speak of himself but whatsoever he shall 
hear that he shall speak, and he will show 
you things to come,” John 26:13. 

Before Jesus left the world He had 
many things He wanted the disciples to 
know, but they could not bear them then 
nor could they understand, but Jesus 
promised to send the great teacher men- 
tioned in John. Jesus speaks of Him as a 
person. Nine times He is spoken of as a 
teacher, a guide, and a prophet. He shall 
show you things to come. 


“In the face of the world,” you say, 
“He was only a fancied or imaginary in- 
fluence.” Before the day of Pentecost the 
Holy Ghost was in the world for certain 
purposes and at stated times, but on the 
day of Pentecost He came to stay. The 
“last days” began at that time, but es- 
pecially refer to this our day. Then Peter 
said unto them, “Repent and be baptized 
every one of you, in the name of Jesus 
Christ, for the remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost, 
for the promise is unto you and to your 
children and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall call,” 
Acts 2:38, 39. 


He promised the gift of the Holy 
Ghost to every one who would accept 
Christ in the right way. “The promise 
is to you (observe, He offers it to the 
whole congregation. He goes further) 
and to your children and all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord shall 
call.” Oh, praise His name, that takes 
me in and all whom I lead to Jesus may 
have this power, the gift of the Holy 
Ghost, eternal life to come. : 


He comes as a wind. As a still voice 
He comes. He comes in laughing, in 
weeping, in shouting, in trances, but no 
matter how He’ comes, He speaks for 
Himself in other tongues. Be careful that 
you do not blaspheme Him and commit 
that awful sin. 


The Word of God compares the Holy 


filled all the house where they were sit- 
ting and sat upon each of them like 
tongues of fire. There were a hundred 
and twenty men and women. They were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost and began 
to speak with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.

Introduction To Our. Spanish 
Minute Brief 
BY J. H. INGRAM 

E do not pretend to have an or- 

ganization which is entirely _ per- 
fect, but we are endeavoring to walk in 
the footsteps of the Lord according to the 
Bible, ‘Till. we all come in the unity of 
the faith, and of the knowledge of the 
Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the ful- 
ness of Christ.” Eph. 4:13. Neither do 
we desire to enter into a fight with other 
organizations, who have in view to evan- 
gelize the Latin American people, which 
above all concepts is a noble work and 
worthy of mutual support among all 
Christians of good will. 

We owe an immense debt of gratitude 
to our God, in that He has filled our 
hearts, and granted us the privilege of 
undertaking, only by faith in Him, the 
titanic task of carrying the message of 
salvation to the—by many concepts— 
worthy people in Latin America. 

Our proposition is none other than to 
wrest from the dominion of Satan the 
souls enslaved by sin, and bring them to 
the feet of our blessed Lord Jesus. There- 
fore, we desire to co-operate in good will 
with a'l the other evangelicals. 

In ow: movement there are many peo- 
ple who belong to the humble class, but 
faithful followers in the steps of the Di- 
vine Master. ‘“‘These were more noble 
than those in Thessalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readiness of 
mind, and searched the scriptures daily, 
whether those things were so.” Acts 17: 
11. A synthetic study of the doctrines, 
the history, and the government of the 
Church of God is necessary for its ex- 
tension, not only in Latin America, but 
in all the world. 

Most all of us know the history of the 
primitive tribes which populated the 
whole of America, not only in its politi- 
cal-economical constitution, but in that 
which is still more important, the spiri- 
tual, which belongs to the Church of the 
divine government of the Lord. There- 
fore, we propose to present the true God 
in the real form of worship due Him. 

The horrible form of service in which 
our forefather’s offered sacrifices to their 
gods, believing they would receive that 
“for which they had asked, is also known 
to most of us. Notwithstanding, we are 
able to present as an exception the nota- 
ble Poet-King of Texcoco Netzahual- 
coyotl, who in his inspired writings 
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speaks to us of “God the Creator of all 
things.” We also know that the form of 
worship followed by them, was not that 
indicated in the Holy Scriptures, and 
that the god or gods served by them, was 
not the true one, as He whom we serve. 

On the 13th of August, in the year 
of 1521, after the capture of Cuaute- 
moczin, a new form of adoration more 
elevated than the primitive, though un- 


fortunately not that which the Bible 
teaches, was established in all the lands 
conquered by the troops at the com- 


mand of Cortez, and from that time our 
forefathers in general, began to worship 
the true God in the knowledge of His 
Divine Son, Jesus Christ. But in spite 
of this they continued to profess idola- 
try, bowing their knees to images made 
by man, giving to them the place which 
only belongs to our Lord, thus leaving 
by far to be the Church established by 
Christ. 

We believe that many of the misfor- 
tunes in these nations are owed precisely 
to this error. The good laws which have 
been promulgated in each country failed 
to benefit collectively, for lack of spiri- 
tuality to respect and obey them as good 
Christians. It is left settled that the true 
Christian lives in peace, is a good citizen, 
a good governing father at the head of 
the family, a lover of virtue and justice, 
which is a_ perennial lighthouse that 
lightens the world. 

The basis of this gospel of peace whose 
foundation is Christ, is love, love and 
more love, upon which rests the greatest 
empire that exists or ever shall exist— 
that of Christ. Therefore, it is great, it 
is strong, it is indestructible and eternal 
as is God Himself. 

Taking all this into account and with 
a burning desire to be useful in the vine- 
yard of our Lord, we have organized 
The Church of God (which teaches the 
full gospel) aspiring only to the following 
finalities. 

This council proposes to unite in one 
single group all the churches in Latin 
America, which until now have made it 
a point to omit their denominations 
working alone, if only they practice “the 
full gospel” such as the Holy Scripture 
teaches, protecting them with our letter 
of incorporation and auxiliating them in 
that which is possible, spiritually and 
materially, co-operating with them for 
the extension of the Kingdom of God, so 
as to finally make the work in Latin 
America (which until today has been so 
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uninformed - in - proportion) somewhat 
sublime, placing consecrated workers in 
the service of our God. 

In conformity with our letter of in- 
corporation or registration before the au- 
thorities, all business relationed to the 
council shall reside in the general of- 
ficials primarily, the which shall be 
elected each year during our General or 
International Assembly. In the second 
place, all business pertaining to the local 
churches, shall be regulated by the local 
officials in their respective places, en- 
deavoring to be in accord with the laws 
of each country in question. 

Our norma shall be, the Holy Bible 
rightly interpreted, as a base of piety and 
holiness, combating error with the truth, 
guided and taught by the Holy Ghost, 
whose mission is this. 

OUR BASIC BELIEFS 

We believe: First, that God our Heav- 
enly Father sent His only begotten Son 
to the world in order that He might re- 
deem fallen man through His own pre- 
cious blood, calling them’ from the world 
of sin. So He saved His people, with the 
which He established or built His Church 
upon the rock (Matt. 16:18), otherwise, 
upon the foundation of the apostles and 
prophets Jesus Christ Himself being 
the chief corner stone (Eph. 2:20). He 
likewise baptized the waiting disciples 
with the Holy Ghost (Acts 2:4), and 
organized the Church with the govern- 
ment resting upon its shoulders (Isa. 9: 
6-17), and said, “The gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it” (Matt. 16:18). 

Second, that all Scriptures are inspired, 
whether given in connection with the old 
or the new covenant (Heb. 8:6-13), 
having the New Testament as the only 
rule for faith and conduct. “All scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of God, and 
is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteous- 
ness: That the man of God may be per- 
fect, throughly furnished unto all good 
works” (2 Tim. 3:16-17). Therefore, we 
do not add to nor take from them (Rev. 
22:18-19). 

Third, that we consider ourselves mem- 
bers of the said Church of God, not be- 
lieving in identifying ourselves as being 
constituted a sect, which is only a human 
organization, dictating laws and forming 
articles of faith, having unauthorized ju- 
risdiction over its members, thus creat- 
ing companionisms and excommunions 
not authorized by the Holy Scriptures, 
this being contrary to the prayer of Jesus 
in John, 17th chapter, and to the teach- 
ings of the Apostle Paul in Eph. 4:11-16, 
the which we sustain. Then the Lord has 
commanded “that there be no divisions 
among you, but that ye be perfectly 
joined together in the same mind and in

So with the#lp of Sister At- 
kinson and Brother Aez we have pre- 
pared the manuscripth Spanish, which 
contain, in addition the foregoing in- 
troductions with theachings of the 
Church, the Minutedpplement giving 
the acts and teachin)of the Assembly 
now in practice. ThSpanish work is 
suffering for lack offformation which 
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this booklet will contain, owing to a 
shortage of missionaries and workers on 
the field. The only thing we lack to 
make it “practicable” is about $50.00 to 
pay for the printing of the first 2,000 
copies. Anyone desiring to help out in this 
noble work, might send an offering for 
this purpose to the Church of God Gen- 
eral Secretary and Treasurer, E. J. Boeh- 
mer, Cleveland, Tenn. Any surplus 
moneys could be used in getting out a 
Spanish edition of the Evangel, also pro- 
vided for in the above recommendation. 
At least, we should have some special 
leaflets or tracts printed in Spanish, as 
Brother Furman tells me it is needly bad- 
ly for the work in Guatemala, C. A.
